Joint study by federal and state 
governments of the problem pre-

which there is now no proper su- 
pervision are termed by Dean Graves 
as America’s “No Man’s Land.” It 
is without protection and without 
management for forest perpetuation. 
Most of it now lies in the south and 
the lake states, but progressive land 
abandonment in the west promises 
that soon similar areas will exist 
there. 


A considerable portion of this 
land has been relinquished by its 
former owners as the result of tax 
delinquency and the owners of the 
balance are unable to properly pro- 
tect it. #9 a 
Dean Graygs points out that— 


No effort is being made to restore 
the forests on this land, nor is there 


the name. It is a tremendous burden 
that the local governments and states 
are not ready to handle, since they 
have neither the financial resources to 
restore it or to protect, nor have they 
administrative machinery to handle it 
properly. Until there is created some 
licy for meeting this problem, “No 
Man's Land” will continue as a fac- 
tor making for the impoverishment of 
local communities. 

Recommendation was also made 
in the report of Dean Graves that 
government reorganization be ef- 
fected so as to merge under a single 
head the administration of all fed- 
eral-owned land. The present. sys- 
tem of control has many serious de- 
fects, due mainly to divided respon- 
sibilities growing out of the admin- 
istration of different classes of lands 
by various bureaus and departments. 


Government-owned timber lands, 
for instance, with common prob- 
lems, are now managed by three 
separate and distinct bureaus, be- 
tween which there has never been 
any common or co-ordinated policy. 
Proper preservation and improve- 
ment of our wild lands can never he 
expected under such a system, and

ANATOMY VERSUS ALGEBRA. 

A professional man whose work is 
applied mathematics if any work can 
be so described, recently told me that 
although he had “taken” algebra in 
high school.and “passed” the final ,ex- 
amination in the subject, he never did 
understand and does not now under- 
stand what the idea is of running in 
letters with figures. — 


Here and there, I syspect, but am 
not yet in a position to assert, there 
are school men who do not regard 
algebra as an_ indispensable high 
school subject. One may even hope 
that there are professional men, even 
engineers, who believe they could do 
their work without knowledge of al- 
Anyhow I'm _ just ignorant 
enough to commit myself upon the 
question. I think algebra isn’t worth 
a tinker’s dam in the high school cur- 
riculum, and the formal teaching of 
such a subject should be stopped in 
the name of economy and ‘education. 

Oh, I don’t suggest that the algebra 
class should sit around and twiddle 
thumbs to while away the time. I 
suggest that the time now given to 
the teaching of the silly subject of 
algebra be transferred to the teaching 
of human anatomy, and the second 
term to physiology. 

Now I dare any educator or any 
parent to ‘gtate frankly his objection 
to this proposal. 

Too long have our presumably cul- 
tured class made a sorry joke of 
their own ignorance of human anat- 
omy and physiology. I’m sick of the 
thackneyed facetioustiess of nasty- 
minded intelligentsia concerning their 
own or other’s “in’ards.” That sort 
of thing may have been all right in 
the early Victorian era, but it is 
scarcely tolerable now. 

In many high schools there is a 
ee of teaching something about 

uman physiology, though usually it 
is a mere incidental part of a course 
in what is called “biology.” This 
is taught by a teacher who knows 
as much about human anatomy as I 
know about Latin. I have a smat- 
tering of Latin, but as a teacher of 


gebra. 


"}ancient languages I’d be great fun. 


High school Qoys and girls nowa- 
days know a lot more about things 
which ain’t so than their fond parents 
imagine they do. Of course I can’t 
‘say that the dignified study of anat- 
omy and physiology, on a plane with 
physics and history, would help our 
youth to survive the flames, but at 
any rate it would give them a better 
break and a better chance to find 
the: way. The way to health and 
happiness. Algebra doesn’t help them 
much there, 

If the study of human anatomy and 
physiology is not culture in the high- 
est sense of the word, then I’m just 
too, ignorant to comprehend what 
culture means.

“Under the Jaw of principal and 
accessory, Manchester was tried first 
and was sentenced to death. The su- 
preme court affirmed the. sentence. 
Mrs. Powers was likewise found guilty 
and sentenced to death, but, on ap- 
peal, was granted a new trial. At 
the second trial she was again found 
guilty and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. . ; : 

“Since his conviction at his trial, 
Manchester has materially changed 
his statement on one or more occa- 
sions, and, in his latest statement, 
denies any participation in the actual 
killing of Parks but claimed that the 
crime was perpetrated by Mrs. Pow- 
ers and some unidentified and unap- 
prehended third party, who, Manches- 
ter claims, murdered Parks in Mrs. 
Powers’ apartment during Manches- 
ter’s absence. 

Views Defense Plea. 

“Counsel for Manehester, in his 
masterful ‘ presentation of this case, 
particularly stressed two arguments 
as to why Manchester's sentence 
should be commuted to life imprison- 
ment. 

“In the first instance, he sought to 
show that Manchester's last statement 
was more reasonable than his first, 
when viewed with all the other facts 
and circumstances in the record and 
other documentary evidence submitted, 
and that Manchester was not guilty 
of murder, as first confessed by him 
and found by the jury, but of acces- 
sory after the fact to murder, which 
is a misdemeanor. 

“The second plea was that Man- 
chester was a young man and was un- 
der the tomination and influence of 
Mrs. Powers, who was the originator 
of the plot and that, inasmuch as 
Mrs. Powers only received life impris- 
onment at the hands of the jury try- 
ing her, Manchester, as the lesser of-

Basis of Plea Cited. 

“In my opinion, the evidence ad- 
duced to sustain Manchester's latest 
contention is not sufficient to set aside 
the verdict of the jury and refute the 
evidence, including Manchester's con- 
fession and statement on the stand at 
his trial, in which he admitted the 
mprder and sought mercy at the hands 
of the jury. If clemency were to 
extended upon Manchester’s last state- 
ment, he should be granted a full par- 
don as he has already been confined 
in jail longer than a misdemeanor sen- 
tence could run. SF 

“But, it is earnestly urged that 
Manchester's sentence should be com- 
muted to life imprisonment because a 
different jury trying Mrs. Powers 
saw fit to render a verdict which per- 
mitted her to escape the supreme pen- 
alty.

“After the most mature delibera- 
tion and careful study of the. volumin- 
ous record in this case, I have 
reached the conclusion that, if capi- 
tal punishment as a penalty for mur- 
der is to be recognized in our state, 
this case demands the extreme penal- 
ty of the law. Parks was a home- 
less and friendless orphan but he 
was as much entitled to the protec- 
tion of the laws of Georgia as any 
other citizen of this state. Parks 
evidently had absolute confidence in 
both Mrs. Powers and Manchester. 
He was warned that Manchester was 
planning to take his life by one 
whom, the record digcloses, Manches- 
ter sought to hire to kill Vurks for 
the sum of two hundred ($200.00) 
dollars, and so great was that con- 
fidence that he told his informer that 
Manchester was his friend and would 
do no such thing. 

Regarding Jury Actions. 

“The argument that Manchester 
should not receive the greater punish- 
ment is plausible but will not stand 
the analysis of reasoning. If the 
jury trying Mrs. Powers had heen so 
delinquent in its conception ‘of pub- 
lic duty as to acquit her, it would cer- 
tainly afford no reason to pardon 
Manchester. In Manchester’s latest 
statement he attempts to fix the crime 
on some unidentified third party. If 
the doctrine of equal punishment is 
sound, and Manchester’s statement is 
to be bélieved, both Mrs. Powers and 
Manchester should be pardoned, 2s 
this third party has not yet been ar- 
rested or convicted. 

“Parks was not killed in the heat 
of passion engendered by quarrel or 
combat. is life was not taken to 
avenge insult or injury, either real 
or fancied. In the bloom of young 
manhood and on the threshold of life 
he met destruction as the result o 
a carefully prearranged plan, con- 
cocted by two of the very few he 
was privileged to consider friends, 
and was butchered as an animal for 
a fixed consideration by one who ad- 
mitted his crime in open court. 

“My natural sympathies and _ in- 
clinations are to extend clemency to 
Manchester, but the bare record, 
stripped of petition and public senti- 
ment, does not present a case which, 
under the law of this state, demands 
a commutation of the defendant's 
sentence. 

“That the petition for executive 
clemency of Earl Manchester be and

Greer said, “when I got started and 
followed it the big car was soon out 
of .sight but I came upon it again a 
few miles further on, where Poole 
and Gaines had driven in a ditch and 
some men were helping them out.” 

Greer declared that the hig car was 
just getting out of the ditcH when he 
came upon it the second time. 

“T had stopped just as the Lincoln 
came out of the ditch,” Greer said. 
“Poole noticed me and after he had 
thanked the others who had given him 
assistance he came over to my car 
and. asked if I had helped the men 
push his car, apparently intending to 
thank me, also. However, I told 
him that I had just driven up. 

Smelled Liquor on Breath. 


“I noticed that as he came across 
the highway to where I was rked 
he did not walk straight. also 
smelled liquor on his breath.” 

Greer testified that when the Lip- 
coln took off again Poole started at 
high speed. 

“I did not see the Lincoln again 
until I reached the scene of the acci- 
dent and found that two of my 
friends, Ed Rivers Jr. and Joe Paf- 
ford, had been hurt. After assisting 
in loading them into a bus to take 
them to Valdosta I examined the two 
cars and found that Poole’s car had 
apparently been on the left side of the 
road as the point of impact was on 
the right front wheel and the Chevro- 
let in which Rivers and his friends 
were riding also had been’ struck on 
the right side, somewhat back from 
the front, almost to the rear door.” 

Greer said that the Lincoln was 
badly damaged about the right side 
of the hood and that the right wheel 
was broken almost into bits. 


Morgan Cites Law. 


Solicitor-General Morgan in outlin- 
ing his case to the jury said that the 
state would prove that Poole and 
Gaines had struck and killed Miss 
Patterson and Pafford after they had 
violated three state laws which im- 
plied malice if fatal results were had. 
These laws he listed as having been 
violated : 

That they were driving at an un- 
lawful rate of speed. 

That they were driving under the 
influefce of liquor, and 

That they were driving the 
wrong side of the road. 

“We will show that by their gross 
neglect and wanton recklessness these 
two men brought about circumstances 
of an abandon and malignant nature 
which the judge will instruct you con- 
stitute implied malice, a basis for a 
murder charge when death results,’ 
the prosecutor said.

Station Men Testify. 

For corroborative purposes the state 
offered the testimony of Emory Hol- 
stein, an employe of the Stevens sta- 
tion, and 8. A. Johann Jr., operator 
of a filling station near Adel. 

The former said he was working 
with Mrs. Stephens when he saw the 
big Lincoln go by the filling station 
and ‘stop a short distance down the 
highway where the two occupants took 
a drink from a bottle. 

Johann testified that he was at his 
station near Adel on the Sunday aft- 
ernoon in question and that he saw 
the Lincoln speed by.

The jury of eight farmers, a justice 
ef the peace and two filling station 
operators was selected during the 
three and. one-half hour morning. ses- 
sivn. 

The entire panel of 48 jurors was 
used, the last man in the nanel, Car- 
son Jones, being the twelfth juror se- 
lected.... However, the box was fill- 
ed only after Mr. “Wilcox had filed a 
challenge against Jones and one other 
juror selected after the first 44 had 
een passed upon. The defense con- 
fended that because the last four 
jurors in the panel were not regularly 
irawn they were offered for service il- 
legally. he challenge of the defense 
was overruled bul.a strong point is to 
made of this, if a conviction results 
and if the tase is carried to the higher 
courts. 

Of the 48 talesmen passed upon, the 
state struck its maximum of 10 and 
the defense 19; within oye of its maxi- 
mum of 20. The prospective jurors 
were disqualified because of relation- 
ship to persons in the Rivers car 
Three disqualified themselves because 
of opposition to capital punishment 
and two admitted bias. 

The surprisingly few who disqual- 
ified themselves made the selection of 
the jury much more easily accomplish- 
ed, it becoming just a matter | of 
strikes. .The small percentage of dis- 
qualifications because of opposition 
to capital punishment is in sharp con- 
trast to the situation prevailing in 
Atlanta courts where the record last 
year was said to have been 35 to 40 
per cent. There were only three per- 
sons out of 48 here opposed to the 
death chair while in Atlanta the aver- 
age is between 35 and 40 
every 100. 

Despite the tedious selection of the 
jury the small and improvised court- 
room was jammed throughout’ the 
morning session, a large number of 
the spectators apparently being friends 
of young Rivers, the late Miss Pat- 
terson and young Pafford. However, 
there also was'a large number of Adel 
and Cook county citizens present. -In 
addition scores of others who were 
unable to find seats or standing room 
inside tthe courthouse waited outside 
and in the corridors hoping for a 
space or attempting to catch what- 
ever they could coming through the 
open door. 

Judge W. R. Smith, of Nashville, 
who is presiding over the trial, said 
that daily sessions from 9 a. m. until 
after dark would be held in an effort 
to conclude’ the trial as speedily as 
possible. Between 50 and 60 witnesses 
are to be called and it is expected 
that the trial will run into Friday 
or Saturday or maybe longer.
